Waiting for a tariff refund 


Although a law has been passed which entitles 
an Andover business owner to $75,000 in tariffs 
wrongly charged to him in his import business, get- 
ting the money back is another matter. 

“That’s another chapter in the story,” says 
George Donovan of Donovan & Sons, an import 
company that buys skiing equipment from Austria 
and sells it wholesale. : 

Wool ski pants made in Austria were incorrectly 
classified: when the United States changed its tariff 
system to be compatible with international stan- 
dards. While businesses were supposed to be 
charged the rate they were currently paying for 
import duty, errors in the legislation caused prob- 
lems for many business owners on specific items 
like ski pants. 

“The initial hit was a substantial one,” Donovan 
says. Between 1989 and 1994 his company paid 
$75,000 more than what they should have in tariffs. 

The duty rose from 7 percent to 21 percent, and 
resulted in a price increase for the product as well, 
Donovan says. 

“It had a serious effect, but luckily we had other 
products to pick up the slack,” he says. 

Donovan and his wife, Marie, have been living 
and running their business in Andover for 40 
years, he says, and they sent their five sons to St. 
Augustine School and Andover High School. 

Despite their longevity, Donovan didn’t expect 
much when he began to pursue getting the tariff 
law changed. 

“I’m probably the must unconnected person in 
town, politically, but I felt I had a case,” he says. 

He began writing letters to congressmen and

California Products faces Monday vote 


If you would rather watch paint dry than 
attend a Board of Selectmen’s meeting, you're not 
alone. But residents with an opinion about allow- 
ing a paint manufacturing company to occupy a 
building on the Andover/Tewksbury border felt 
otherwise and appeared at recent meetings. 

California Products Corp., a paint manufactur- 
er hoping to move to Andover, is seeking permis- 
sion from the board to store flammable material 
in the manufacturing and storage of paint at the 
site. A public hearing on the issue that lasted two 
sessions closed June 21, says Andover attorney 
Robert Lavoie, who represents California Prod- 
ucts. The vote is scheduled to be on the agenda of 
the next Selectmen’s meeting, scheduled for Mon- 
day, July 19. 

The use and construction of the building has 
been approved by planners and conservationists 
in Andover and Tewksbury, and the permit for 
flammables has been granted by Tewksbury 


Selectmen, Lavoie says. 

California Products must still obtain the flam- 
mables permit and building permits from 
Andover and an air quality emissions permit 
from the state Department of Environmental Pro- 
tection in order to build and operate in Andover, 
Lavoie says. 

Several area residents attended Selectmen's 
meetings on the issue, including the most recent 
discussion June 21. 

While Selectman Brian Major moved the com- 
pany’s license be approved on the condition that it 
would pay for regular environmental testing, the 
motion was not seconded. 

Major said Monday that he has heard from res- 
idents in support of the plant, and would make the 
same motion again. 

Selectman Larry Larsen says he did not second 
the motion because he plans to vote against it.

25 boxes of door-to-door trouble

It was just a routine, innocuous lit- 
tle item in the weekly diary of our pub- 
lic safety department — the Andover 
Police Log — but I broke out into a cold 
sweat reading it anyway. 

Not because my name was attached 
to some venal act like mugging a pub- 
lic official on Main Street, drinking in 
public or being in possession of a con- 
trolled substance. 

This was just about a guy from 
halfway across the country who had 
gotten nailed on a warrant while doing 
door-to-door solicitation here in 
Andover. 

I know most civilized people hate 
these people. For the most part, I hate 
them too. Nothing personal, of course. I 
don’t hate them in the way that 
prompts people to commit hate crimes. 
(I’m still waiting, by the way, for some- 
body to commit a “love crime.”) 

I just hate it when they come to the 
door when you're having dinner. I hate 
the way they try to hype some sorry 
collection of magazines or encyclope- 
dias, or try to lay a cosmic guilt trip on 
you if you.don’t. contribute to their pet 


I hate the way that, if you give to 
one organization, they have another 
eager college kid back on your 
doorstep six months later, reminding 
you of “how much your contribution 
helped us save the Oilygash River,” 
and how much more they need you 
now, to help them save your upper res- 
piratory tract from some industry 
whose sole mission is to foul the air of 
the entire region. 

I hate the way that somehow, once 
you’ve responded to one of these pitch- 
es, your house gets “marked,” perhaps 
the way the hoboes looking for hand- 
outs did it years ago, and suddenly 
every solicitor from the six-state 
region figures out that your house is a 
promising target. 

But there remains a little corner of 
my mind, or perhaps my heart, that 
nudges me to reach out and hug these 
people, even though they’re standing 
in front of me, interrupting the peace- 
ful enjoyment of my property and try- 
ing to suck money out of my pitifully 
thin wallet. 

That’s because, you see (this is a bit 
painful... I haven’t even mentioned this 
to Oprah), I was a door-to-door solicitor 
once upon a time. 

It was once upon a very long time 
ago, actually. Long enough so that in 
some ways, it seems it was also in a 
galaxy very far away — a galaxy I hope 
always stays very far away. Because in 
other ways, the memories of it are 
vivid enough to give me the night ter- 
rors to this day. 


to-door solicitation had depended on 
me, it would have expired decades ago 
— which might be a very good thing. 

I was in the sixth grade, and my 
paper route wasn’t bringing in quite 
the amount of income to support what I 
considered to be an adequate lifestyle. 
In other words, I wanted more spend- 
ing money. 

I wasn’t as smart as kids are today. I 
should have simply demanded that my 
parents start giving me an allowance, 
or I'd call the child abuse hotline of the 
state Department of Social Services. 
Come to think of it, though, I don't 
know if there was a Department of 
Social Services then. 

Anyway, my parents’ philosophy 
was, “If you want more money, you 
earn it.” 

Not that they were entirely without 
sympathy. My mom offered what she 
thought would be a helpful suggestion. 
“It’s getting close to Christmas,” she 
observed. “Maybe you could sell 
Christmas cards.” 

Turned out, she had received some- 
thing in the mail from a company look- 
ing for suckers... uh, budding market- 
ing entrepreneurs, that was ready and 
willing to send boxes and boxes of 
cards that would be so irresistible that 
they would fairly leap into the hands of 
willing buyers.

Public comments, good 
scientific information 
and ling can 

all make a difference 


Editor, Townsman: 

The Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) has announced its 
approval of the NESWC incinerator 
retrofit. The DEP justifies its actions 
based on their finding that the “contin- 
ued operation of the facility would not 
have a significant adverse impact on 
human health and the environment.” 
This conclusion followed from the 
DEP’s “Aggregate Impact Study for 
Inhalation Exposures To Air Toxics 
Emitted from Incinerators.” Please note 
that the study was limited to models of 
inhalation exposures from Merrimack 
Valley incinerators only. There was no 
consideration of the bioaccumulation 
in the food chain of persistent pollu- 


tants, such as mercury and dioxin, 
which have been unregulated for the 
past 15 years. Pollutants associated 
with respiratory problems were not 
studied cumulatively. At least an 
attempt to look at pediatric asthma in 
the Merrimack Valley is being made by 
the Department of Public Health. A 
more complete critique of the DEP’s 
aggregate study, “Ignoring Mother- 
hood, Milk and Mercury,” can be found 
at the local League of Women Voters’ 
Trash Study Web site, cgrow 
.com/lwv/index.htm. 

In the presence of limited scientific 
investigation of the impacts of incinera- 
tion, it would be prudent-to host one 
less municipal incinerator in the Merri- 
mack Valley. However, there is a fur- 
ther complication. After years of excess 
disposal capacity, there is a shortfall of 
disposal capacity in Massachusetts. 
Massachusetts is violating its “no net 
import, no net export” policy because it 
has not reached its recycling goals. We 
have a choice: reduce, reuse, and recy- 


cle or continue to demand more landfill 
and incineration options and live with 
the consequences. Environmental 
Defense Fund studies find that recy- 
cling saves energy, air and water pollu- 
tion, and landfill space compared to 
landfilling and incineration. 

In the July 1 Townsman article 
[“DEP approves NESWC incinerator 
retrofit,” page 5], (Frank) Ferraro, vice 
president of environmental manage- 
ment and public policy at Wheelabra- 
tor, was quoted as saying that no signif- 
icant changes in the NESWC plan were 
made as a result of the public com- 
ments. However, public comment had a 
significant influence earlier in the 
process. Due to public comment the 
mercury standard in the state regula- 
tions was lowered (to one third of the 
original proposed standard) and a 
cumulative impact clause was added. 

The reductions in mercury emis- 
sions will be achieved by pollution con- 
trol equipment and source reduction 
(the diversion of mercury containing 


products from the waste stream). 
Andover residents should continue to 
recycle button batteries at the drop-offs 
around town and keep the soon-to-be 
leading mercury offender, fluorescent 
lamps, out of their trash. These items 
along with thermometers and ther- 
mostats should be disposed of at house- 
hold hazardous waste collection days in 
the fall. 

Regarding the cumulative impact of 
inhaling air pollutants, more informa- 
tion has become available from the 
EPA cumulative exposure project. 
Essex County received an air pollutant 
cancer rate 520 times the standard. 
According to my calculations, roughly 
440 is attributable to mobile sources, 
ie. cars and trucks. Local expert 
Michael Brower provides guidance into 
vehicle purchases, car usage and loca- 
tion of work relative to homes in his co- 
authored book, A Consumer’s Guide to 
Effective Environmental Choices.

Life skills are the lessons at summer program

The year-round life skills program 
for special education students in 
Andover includes many activities, 
but summer time is a chance for stu- 
dents to get out and meet people, 
their teacher says.

While their academic lessons dur- 
ing the year are designed to apply to 
daily life, summer time includes aca- 
demic review, but focuses on activi- 
ties for daily living. 

The goal, Wilde says, is to put stu- 
dents in real-life situations as often 
as possible, and use those opportuni- 
ties to learn new things, and rein- 
force other lessons. 

“During the school year we don’t 
have that flexibility,” Wilde says. 

Wilde, a special needs teacher in 
Andover for 21 years, has been teach- 
ing at Andover High School for 13 
years, before which she spent eight 
years teaching at the Bancroft Ele- 
mentary School. 

This is her fourth summer teach- 


ing the life skills program, she says. 
Doherty Middle School was a good 
choice as a central location for the 
program because it is within walking 
distance of downtown, she says. 

While life skills are part of the spe- 
cial education program year round, 
so are many other subjects including 
functional academics, such as read- 
ing and math - including time, 
money and measurement - and com- 
munity awareness and job readiness. 

Programs that include working 
with people in the community 
include the Friday morning Meals on 
Wheels delivery done in conjunction 
with the Andover Senior Center, 
Wilde says. 
The program has been so successful 
that she may consider expanding it 
in the future, she says. 

Students also help with clerical 
work for the Andover High School 
guidance department and the Senior 
Center. 

Life skills reinforced in the sum- 
mer program include recreation such 
as swimming, hiking at the bird sanc- 
tuary at Phillips Academy and on 
AVIS trails, moves, crafts and games 
and other field trips. 

Activities are designed to be age 
appropriate, Wilde says, such as 
going shopping in Shawsheen Plaza 
and going to the movies, “things that 


other eighth-graders are doing,” she 
says. 

The combination of social and aca- 
demic activity are important to a life 
skills program, Wilde says, especially 
when students graduate and enter 
the work force. 

“It’s not just nickels and dimes. 
It’s also getting along with your co- 
workers,” she says. 

After 21 years as a teacher, Wilde 
says her approach hasn’t changed so 
much, but she recognizes more 
opportunities for incidental learning, 
or lessons learned in daily life 
through situations that come up, 
sometimes unexpectedly. 

“It an approach to teaching the 
whole person. But it may not be in 
your plan, so you have to be flexible,” 
Wilde says. 

Since many students are in the 
program through several years of 
school, relationships are forged 
among staff and students and fami- 
lies. 

One student who graduated and 
went on to work for the food service 
department at Phillips Academy, 
makes a point to stay in touch with 
his former teachers, Wilde says. 

“Pye known a lot of them through 
elementary school, and to see them 
become independent, working adults

Jamie Cistoldi of 21 Knollcrest Drive, was one of 24 Bucknell 
students in Lewisburg, Pa., who spent their spring break in 
Managua, Nicaragua. From March 6 to 14, the Bucknellans, 
including five staff members, helped construct 15 techos or basic 
shelters for families who lost their homes to Hurricane Mitch. 
The daughter of Nan and Ralph Cistoldi is a member of the 
graduating class of 1999, majoring in Latin American studies 
and sociology. The Andover High graduate is a dean’s list stu- 
dent and a member of Alpha Lambda Delta and Phi Eta Sigma 


The “Bucknell Brigade” to Nicaragua was Cistoldi’s idea, a 
spokesman said. She had spent the 1998 spring semester in Man- 
agua as part of her foreign study, culminating in an internship 
to study child labor. She was joined by LaVonne Poteet, director 
of Bucknell’s Latin American studies program, who has lived 
and worked in Nicaragua in the past. 

After Hurricane Mitch hit in November 1998, Cistoldi and the 
Bucknell Latino student group, Cumbre, helped gather material 
and financial aid for the victims. Cistoldi was approached by 
students who wanted to go to Nicaragua themselves to help. 

Hurricane Mitch dumped approximately 10 feet of rain on 
Managua over five days, flooding the poorest families living 
along the shores of Lake Managua. 

The Bucknell Brigade worked with families relocated by the 
government to an open field on the outskirts of the capital city. 
The families were allowed to settle on a small plot of land, but 
had no electricity, sewers, jobs, food or even water. Most fami- 
lies are living in tents or small shacks constructed of whatever 
they could salvage from the flood and sheets of black plastic 
given by aid agencies. The refugees named their community 


Bucknell students built simple shelters with four posts set in 
cement and a corrugated zinc roof, about four meters by three 
meters. The work was organized by the Center for Development 
in Central America, an independent Christian ministry of the 
Jubilee House Community, where the students stayed.

Growth in Andover — and beyond - 


fuels regional approa 


By Rebecca Lipchitz 

As towns throughout the Mer- 
rimack Valley struggle to man- 
age growth within their borders, 
many planners and business 
leaders are looking beyond town 
lines to solve problems. 

While regionalism as a philos- 
ophy opposes the traditional 
New England-style home rule 
that keeps towns distinct from 
one another, planners say it 
becomes more important as 
open space disappears and devel- 
opment has more of an effect on 
a greater number of people. 

“There’s a whole toolbox of 
reasons why regionalism is 
more important than ever 
before,” says Steve Colyer, 
Andover’s director of planning. 

While many planners agree 
that regionalism is gaining 
momentum, they also agree that 
there is no uniform way to apply 
regional control that solves all 
regional problems. 

Mark DiSalvo, North 
Andover resident and former 
County Commissioner, made it 
his mission to abolish county 
government not because they 
exercised regional control, but 
because he felt the controls were 
applied arbitrarily. 

He recommends instead that 
regional issues be handled by 
local councils of government, 
giving local planners and offi- 
cials the opportunity to come 
together only on issues that 
affect them. 

Although Andover and 
Lawrence have little in common 
economically, they share envi- 
ronmental issues because of 
their location. 

While almost every element 
of planning involves considera- 
tions about traffic, environmen- 
tal impact, and the local econo- 
my, planners agree that regional 
agencies set up to deal with spe- 
cific issues better address region- 
al problems than a less flexible 
state or county government. 

A chamber of commerce spe- 
cializing in economic issues has 
different interests and expertise 
than a quasi-governmental orga- 
nization like the Merrimack 
River Watershed Council, which 
deals with environmental issues. 

William Scott, director of 
planning in North Andover, says 
planning issues like the pro- 
posed. industrial -park . for -the 
Lawrence Municipak Airport 


(which is owned by the City of 
Lawrence but located in North 
Andover) warrant analysis of 
economic forces in the region, 
and are best served by the Merri- 
mack Valley Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Scott credits the chamber for 
their regional approach to eco- 
nomics. 

“They have a pretty diverse 
approach that gets to businesses 
regardless of town boundaries,” 
Scott says. 

Joseph Bevilacqua, president 
of the Merrimack Valley Cham- 
ber of Commerce, of which the 
Andover Chamber of Commerce 
is a member, says its mission 
has always been to encourage 
regional thinking. 

“It’s very short-sighted for 
anyone to think the abutting city 
or town doesn’t provide an 
opportunity. We’re really trying 
to bring jobs to the Valley,” he 
says. 

In efforts to bring communi- 
ties together for economic devel- 
opment, Bevilacqua has begun to 
organize meetings to allow local 
planners to get together and dis- 
cuss regional economic issues. 

“We want to encourage a 
working relationship (among 
towns),” he says. 

Meanwhile, Andover resi- 
dents are rallying grass-roots 
opposition to a proposed power 
plant in Dracut on the Methuen 
border, across the river from 
Andover. 

State Senator Sue Tucker, 
who serves both Andover and 
Dracut, understands the issue all 
too well. 

Every time a regional author- 
ity can say no to whatever you 
don’t want in another town, that 
authority can also say no to your 
town, she says. 

‘It’s a doubleedged sword,” 
Tucker says. 

Colyer says Andover’s posi- 
tion as “intervenor” in the state 
level of the permitting process of 
the proposed power plant is per- 
ceived “as a voice crying in the 
wilderness. There’s a_ reality 
there that says if you give up 
local control, too much, you can 
lose control of the character of 
your community,” Colyer says. 

He adds that in his “former 
life’ as a county planner in 
Pennsylvania, the lack of local 
control: had pros and cons. Coly- 
er<says® He’s: een? beating : thé 


regionalism drum for his 2 
years as a planner, but with cer- 
tain caveats. 

Bigger ticket issues which are 
undeniably regional like air 
quality, traffic, water and sewer 
infrastructure may be worth giv- 
ing up a little local control, he 
says. 

DiSalvo cautions that if 
regional authority is to be grant- 
ed, it should be granted careful- 
ly. He cites the difference 
between what he describes as a 
relatively successful organiza- 
tion of the sewer system in the 
Greater Lawrence Sanitary Dis- 
trict (Andover, North Andover, 
Methuen, Lawrence and Salem, 
N.H.) as opposed to the grouping 
of 23 towns who sell to the 
NESWC incinerator. 

The 23 NESWC towns were 
sold on the NESWC agreement 
because the state dangled an eco- 
nomic carrot in front of them, 
and when environmental issues 
about the plant need to be 
addressed, some NESWC com- 
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munities are environmentally 
affected while others are not, 
DiSalvo says. 

In contrast, he says, when the 
GLSD proposed sludge removal 
by the unpopular method of 
sludge-burning, the towns 
denied blocked the move 
because they would suffer envi- 
ronmentally more than they 
would benefit economically. 

While broad considerations 
from economics to environments 
all come under the authority of 
the Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission, which includes 15 
communities around Greater 
Lawrence, their scope of authori- 
ty is more narrow, says Colyer, 
who serves as the Andover com- 
missioner on the MVPC. 

MVPC_ Executive Director 
Gaylord Burke says they provide 
a breadth of regional services 
from planning road projects 
(they are conducting a study of 
the 1-98 corridor) to environmen- 
tal information to economic 
development data, but serve in 


advisory capacities only. 

“The real force of economic 
development has to come from 
the market place and private 
development,” Burke says, but 
adds that the MVPC helps small 
businesses get grants from the 
state and federal government. 

The role of the regional 
agency, Burke says, is to manage 
some issues, like transportation, 
that need more political clout 
than a small town can give, but a 
more flexible approach than 
state government. 

Tom O'Leary, former Essex 
County Planner who now works 
as the director of Geographic 
Information Services informa- 
tion at the Registry of Deeds in 
Salem, says there is no one way 
to handle regional issues, and 
when it comes to local control 
versus cost savings, people are 
often willing to pay more, specifi- 
cally for things like schools or 
public safety. 

But regardless of which i issues 
are regionalized and which are 
not, the regional approach only 
works if it’s based on what com- 
munities need, he says. 

“The most successful regional 
initiatives come from the bottom 
up, not the top down,” O’Leary 
says.

things with a lot of different 
people,” about how to use that 
college land, he says. 

“Anything we do, if you take 
a look at our history, we always 
make the effort to work with 
the surrounding communities 
to make space available,” says 
Santagati. “In that sense I sup- 
pose it’s true (a youth center is 
being discussed), but we’ve had 
nothing but informal discus- 
sions. 

“We would be willing to talk 
to anyone about those needs,” 
he continued. “We want to be a 
good neighbor. But it truly is 
preliminary.” 

Few Andover town officials 
have been privy to the content 
of these informal discussions 
with Arnold. Town manager 
Buzz Stapczynski says the idea 
of having a youth center at 
Merrimack was Arnold’s 
rather than the town’s. 

“Jim had talked to me about 
his idea and the town’s role 
would need to be worked out,” 
says Stapcezynski. “He’s the one 
who ee me in the conver- 
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sation 
“Although Arnold has 


discussed the idea with Select- 
man Brian Major, Major says 
no one has talked with the 
board of selectmen as a whole 
about the option. 

“Tm not even sure that they 
(other selectmen) are aware of 
it,” says Major. “Once some 
information gets discussed 
between the right people, I’m 
sure there’s the intent (for 
selectmen) to have discus- 
sions.” 

One person Arnold has not 
spoken with yet is Selectman 
Larry Larsen. 

The Townsman reported two 
weeks ago that Larsen and a 
group of residents are meeting 
privately and planning to build 
a privately-funded youth center 
on town-owned land. (“Private 
group to push for youth cen- 
ter,” Andover Townsman, July 
1, 1999.) 

“It would be helpful for 
(Arnold) to be in touch, or Ill 
be in touch with him,” says 
Larsen. “All I want is a youth 
center. I don’t care how it hap- 
pens. But it really must belong 
to the whole community.” 

says he Goes _ not

would prefer to see a youth cen- 
ter built on town-owned land. 
Two available town spaces are 
at Recreation Park or on land 
near the West Fire Station. 

“My immediate reaction is 
I’d be very reluctant to build on 
anyone’s land but our own,” 
says Larsen. 

While the Larsen and Arnold 
discussions are proceeding sep- 
arately from one another cur- 
rently, Stapczynski seems to 
hope the two groups might 
work together. 

“It is quite separate, but 
doesn’t need to be. That’s one of 
the interesting things,” says 
Stapczynski. “There’s issues of 
commonality that should be 
discussed. 

“There’s more that joins 
them together than separates 
them,” he says. 

Andover Youth Services 
Director Bill Fahey, who led 
the failed 1995 effort to build a 
youth center at Recreation 
Park did not return phone calls 
seeking comment.

Registrar Lyons resigns 

While one resignation does not a reformed Reg- 
istry of Motor Vehicles make, State Sen. Sue Tuck- 
er (D-Andover) says now is the time to consider 
revamping the registry. 

Registrar Richard D. Lyons announced Tuesday 
he will resign from his job as Registrar as of Sept.

Tucker has invited her legislative colleagues to 
meet with her July 21 to look at other models of 
conducting registry business including methods 
used in other areas of Massachusetts. 

“I’m forming a coalition to get customer service 
(at the registry) that will rival that of any private 
sector business in speed, accuracy, and efficiency.

MIND YOUR TONGUE!

The Concord Coach returns 


The famous Concord Stagecoach, built 130-150 


years ago by the Abbot-Downing Company of Con- 
cord, N.H., will return to once again travel Route 108 
in the Newton, N.H., 250th anniversary parade Aug. 
15 at 11 a.m. 

The coach’s current owners, the Andover, N.H., 
Lions Club, have agreed to display the coach before 
and after the parade, from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m., at The Car- 
riage Barn Equestrian Center in Newton. 

Concord stagecoaches were especially designed for 
passenger comfort. Instead of leaf springs made of 
iron, the Concords used two long straps, each made of 
10 layers of thick, sturdy, doubled-over cowhide, 
which allowed the passengers to sway as they rode 


‘over bumpy roads. 


This carriage, known as Number 36, has several 
Merrimack Valley connections. It was a gift from 
Phillips Academy of Andover to the Andover, N.H., 
Lions Club. 

The Lions Club believes the coach originally ran 
from West Barnstable to Cotuitport in the 1800s. Four 
to six draft horses were needed to pull the heavy car- 
riage, as it carried mail and passengers as early as 
1854. 

In the late 1950s the club hired the firm of Rising 
and Charles of East Andover (N.H.) to completely 
restore the coach to its original condition. Its busy 
career in Sunapee, N.H., delivering hotel guests, and 
as an early school bus carrying students, had left 
Number 36 very tired and ragged. 

A second restoration was completed by New Eng- 
land Coach and Carriage in Merrimac in 1997. Dwight 
and Barbara Lowes said, “Our part in it was primari- 


ly to see that the coach was road-worthy again.” They 
lifted the coach off the undergear with a winch, disas- 
sembled the iron pieces, and cold-bent the rear axle, 
which had been damaged in the mid-1800s. The wood- 
en wheels were tightened, to keep the coach from 
wobbling. é. 

Number 36 now goes to parades with wheels paint- 
ed a bright Anatolia yellow and hand pinstriped. 

The Lowes are reportedly proud to be a Merrimack 
Valley connection to this very rare, very old and 
uniquely American carriage. The few remaining Con- 
cord coaches are in museums or in private collec- 
tions. They rarely are sold, and are never driven.
